L'ij;hteon hundred aud sixty, says the New York 
CoMsMtcU Advertiser, mny be emphatically 
culled an aciiuuary year, If we may tie allowed to 
coin n term denoting the opposite of re-actionary 
Tho reader of history will observe how nations 
are apt to wlvunce or recedo simultaneously In 
their career toward liberty. Ho will lay his fin- 
ger npon the Reformation, the English civil war 
under Charles I, the revolution under James II 
the American revolution, followed by that of 
France, the later wars of the first Napoleon, the 
constitutional movement of 1S20 and 1830, and 
the revolutionary attempts made in 1847-8 — each 
followed by tho temporary triumph of despotism 
The disasters at Novara and Villages, in 1849, 
gave up Kuropo to the crown anil the mitre. Itut 
with the opening of 185U, a new era dawned 
upon it. The chiefs of despotism quarrelled; an 
cient respectablility was cru'hwl beneath the tread 
of patvenu during, and the Italian people rose up 
di*enthralled. This year proved only the com- 
plement of tbe last, as eighteen hundred and 
sixty-ono, we trust, will be the complement of 
b ith, to that pcniuMila. The Two Sicilies and 
much Ihe larger part of the papal states have 
followed the example of Tuscany, Parma, Modena 
and the Homagna. It is true that more or less 
turbulence still exisU In some of the demoralized 
provinces formfcrly subject to the Bourbon; but 
the revolution is an accomplished fact. The Pope 
also continues to scowl and deplore the wicked- 
ness of the day; but his reign as a European po- 
tentate has passed awav for ever. 

To the professedly Christian world this has been 
the most momentous event of the year now clos- 
ing. A power which, originally purely spiritual, 
was once the most formidable in existence; which 
could call forth a million of men and dash them 
agninst an enemy; which claimed authority over 
one seen and three unseen worlds, is now melting 
away like snow on the Alpine peaks that keep 
watch and guard over the fairest land in Europe. 
All that run tins of its temporalities is now hedg- 
ed in by foreign bayonets, and these only con- 
tinue for the purpose of letting it down gently, to 
dissappear forever probably with tbe deceaso of 
the ent I'ontllf. The pre . it revolution is no 
Uienxi outbreak or Bourbon invasion and sack of 
the city; but one which must endure because 
growing out of the age and the condition of the 
Komau people. 

The political earth([uate which threw down so 
many old Italian houses hat made itself felt in 
(icrmany, l'ussia, and France. The numerous 
and discordant races conglomerated under Haps- 
burg rule are preparing lo assert their rights or 
win back their separate independence. From the 
sources of the Danube to its mouth the whole 
country is agitated, und men's minds ore failing 
them for fear in view of impending occurrences. 
Eighteen hundred and sixty, bus been a storm- 
breeding season north of the Alps; the wrecks in 
its path can not be traced until the close of the 
next sclar revolution. The rulers of Russia and 
France realize the true nature of their situations, 
and after long delays proclaim immediate eman- 
cipation—one to over twenty million of serfs; the 
other to a legislature and a press, which bad 
hitherto been mere puppets in the chief manager's 
hands Even Austria at last talks reform, and 
culls a man long identified wit . tbe cause of 
HbanUNR to the ministry of the interior. 

In Asia the spectacle is presented of two dynas 
ties, if not two States, drifting rapidly to destruc- 
tion. Civil war and wholesale massacre in Tur- 
key can only be prevented by the intervention of 
foreign powers. Hardly has order been partially 
restored in Mount Lebanon, when the mutteriogs 
of fresh troubles are heard from the Principalities 
on the Danube. The army, meanwhile, goes un- 
provided for; while a loan of $80,000,04X1 is una- 
ble to llnd a purchaser, though bearing six per 
cent, inttrest and offered at forty per cent, dis- 
count. In China, Pekin, the capital since the 
first Mongol invasion, has fallen before the inva- 
der. Even the peace which followed its capture 
c»n only prolong for a short season the rule of the 
last of the Mantchou dynasty south of the (Jrejit 
Wall. 

What's in a Namk? — Among the English 
publications just received in this country, is "Pa- 
tronymics Iiritannica," a dictionary of the fami- 
ly names of the dated Kingdom, endeavored by 
Matk Antony Lower, M. A., F. S. A." This 
volume evinces labor and research, and is full of 
instruction aud amusement. It contains about 
15,000, or less than half of the estimated number 
of British surnames. Indeed, the author states 
that at first he designed to omit all which were 
clearly of a local origin. Many names quite com- 
mon in America will not be found in its pages, 
(such as Thayer, Otis, Stetson, 6lc.) but, cn the 
other hand, it contains a great number of strange 
and curious ones, which are, at least, fully equal 
to anything of the sort to be found on our side of 
the Atlantic. Therf are iii it families of Hulfacb, 
Itulbead, Budoxhead, Swinebead, Pearhead, 
Owlgrave, (a» grave as an owl?) Merrymouth, 
Velowhaire. (yellow hair), Smalbybynd (small 
behind), Oiikonbottem, ShulTleliottoin, Whaleliel- 
ly and Whalebone, Pigfut and lijr.tfat, Ziggag, 
Kottenheryn, Sly body and Smoothman, Truelxidy 
■ad Piowboily, Wbitelegg, Shakelady and Shake- 
staff, Spirit, (jhost. Demon, Talker, Tellwright, 
Testimony, Welladier, Battlebag, Dumbell, 
Sncezum, Itigmai.len and Butterfly, Halknaked 
and Widehose, Topeast, Trigger, Thankful. 
Swectlovo, Bitterplum, Youngmay, Toot and 
Tootal, Weatherhog, Wbitehorse, Woolfhunt, 
Woodpecker, Sefows, Wealthy, Thousandpound, 
Ticklepenny, Whirlpenny, Winfarthing, Purs- 
love, Silverspoon (the progenitor of this family 
was doubtless born with a cilver spoon in his 
mouth) Twopotts, Twelvetrees. Twicenday, Tap- 
kin, talrfouod, PWtwIdA, Stonestreet, (ibalklime, 
PtbWortb and Plaster, Priesthouse, Shephouse 
(i. 0. Sheephcuse") Shephersbusb; also the miscel- 
laneous names of Scrase, Skegg and Skeggs, 
Stiggin* and Stigon. &c. 

Comvkkck of Boston. — The value of foreign 
goods imported at Boston for the year 1860, was, 
as we learn from the Advertiser, thirty-nine mil- 
lion eight hundred and forty-nine thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-eight doUan, against forty- 
four million seven hundred and seventy-seven 
thousand seven hundred and eighteen dollars 
in lo.iy. a dectease in 1SG0 of four million nine 
hundred and twenty-soven thousand seven hun- 
dred and eighteen dollars. For tho week ending 
Dec. 28, 1800, tbe mlue of imports was §1,111,- 
M'4, against ■*5'21,C8.'i for the corresponding week 
last year. 

Removal op Jkwimi Disabilities. — In reply 
to a petition of two hundred and fifty Hebrew 
congregat ions, a declaration has been published 
by Prussian Government, intimating its inten- 
tion for the future to avail itself of the services 
of Jews in the various departments of the State. 
This is carrying out the spirit of the law en- 
acted in 1848, which has hitherto been almost a 
dead letter.

Washington, Jan. 1.— What a day of 
ceremony New Year's is in Washington 
official socieiy none saved those who have 
passed that day at the Nutlonal Capital can 
undei siand. it is believed that save during 
the administration o( Mr. Jefferson as Presi- 
dent, he having abolished all forms and cere 
monies as to receptions at the Executive man- 
sion, that only oncesiuce tbe foundation of the 
Government has the ceremonious reception 
of native nnd foreign otllclals on New Year 
by the President beeu omitted. That was 
New Year 1871, wheu, owing to the death 
of Secretary Belknap's wife, formerly Miss 
Carrie Tomlinson, of Kentucky, Presialent 
Grant closed the White ilouse New Year, 
and requested all officials to close their 
bouses to visitors also. 1 his gave great of- 
fense to the majoriiyof the foreign Minis- 
ters, as they considered it one of the most 
important of their duties to assure the 
President of tbe United States, by their 
congratulations tendered 011 January 1 to 
the whole nation through him, of the hearty 
good-will of the Governments they represent 
toward our own. If within traveling dis- 
tance of Washington they always 
come here on Now Year on purpose 
to call on the President and the Sec- 
retary of State, if they return to New 
York or Phiiaalelphia, where they have 
previously been, immediately afterwards. 
Notwithstanding their dislike of having the 
reception omitted, tbey find it a serious task 
to make the call so early as 11 a. m. A few 
days before Now Year the followiug is sent 
the u from the State Department: 

The Secretary of State presents his compli- 
ments to the Minlsta-r (or Charge d'affaires; of 
(name of country is inserted), and has the honor 
to Inform him lhat tne President will receive the 
members of the diplomatic corps on Tuesday 
next, ibe 1st proximo, at 11 o'clock A. it. 

This Dot only compels tbo members of the 
diplomatic corps, unless ill themselves, or 
detained by tbe illness or death of a relative, 
to attend the reception and to wear the same 
dress iu which they would appear before any 
Sovereign of Europe. Accompanying tbe 
above was au Invitation to breakfastat 12 at 
tbe residence of the Secretary of State. 

The programme for the New Year recep- 
tion at the White House has been the same 
for many successive years, and was as strictly 
followed this year as heretofore. It was us 
follows: 

At 11 a. M., to members of the Cabinet and 
tbe diplomatic corps. 

At 11:1.", the Chief Justice and Associate 
Justices of the United States Supreme Court. 

At 11:30, United States Senators and 
Representatives, the Judges of Court of 
Claims, the Commissioner aud Judges of the 
fsunreme Cours, District of Coluuibi 1. and 
ex-members of the Cabinet and ex-United 
Slates Ministers. 

At 12 M.. the officers of tbe army and>

Tbe Chinese, of course, 
wore their national uniform, and the 
Turkish Minister wore tbe red fett 
ou bis bead with bis guttering uniform, 
and among tue hun.lsouiest of the court cos- 
tumes are those worn by the Russian and 
Acs nan Ministers.

The 
moment he is gone they follow as quickly as 
they can get their carriages, aud go at once 
to bis residence, wnere tney. after paying 
their respects to hnu and the ladies receiving 
w ith him, partake of refreshments fashiona- 
bly called "a breakfast. " They then go to 
their homes and the gentlemen change their 
uniforms for their ordinary suits before mak- 
ing caals elsewuere. Tbey always call 011 all 
ibe members 01 the Cabinet and other high 
o.licials on New Year, before uiakiug cads 
ou their friends in private life.

Three Alarms Bring Out Every Engine 
in the City to Fight the En- 
croaching Flames. 



LOSS ABOUT S50,000. 



Louisville was visited this morning by one 
of the largest and. most destructive fire* that 
she baa bad for a long time. As the City 
Hall clock was striking tbe hour of two. 
Officer Winn, in passing up Market street, 
discovered a blaze in the narrow alley be- 
tween Dean's furniture store and Beckinan's 
grocery establishment. 

The blare was already a large one, and 
bad seized upon tbe furniture (tore evi 
dently with tbe determination of burning it 
down. The officer immediately turned in 
two alarms, to which tbe engines promptly 
responded. When they arrived, how- 
ever, the flames had gained great 
headway and bad mounted up the sides of 
the building and were licking the sky over 
the roof. The night was peculiarly adapted 
to tbe spreading of a Are, and tbe strong 
wind that was blowing almost a gale made 
tbe flames all the fiercer and hotter, and 
tbey spread rapidly and took 
sold upon tbe adjoining building 
<ast of the furniture store, occupied 
by Mrs. M. Wngner and used by her as a 
millinery store, and tbe large and handsome 
structure occupied by David Sternberg, 
at the corner of Eighth and 
Market streets. Tbe building in which 
the fire originated was old and of ma- 
Una! that was highly inflammable, and 
almost before tbe family of its proprietor, 
Mr. Dean, who were in the second story, 
con Id escape it was one mass of red flames. 
The members of the family all got out in 
safety, however, and stood shivering in. the 
cold wind, with only their night-clothing 
on, watching their home and that of their 
neighbors burn. The engines did not have 
sufficient coal at first, and by tbe delay the 
fire gained much strength. It looked for a 
time as though there was going to be a gen- 
eral conflagration, and that all the bouses in 
the neighborhood would be destroyed. The 
wind blew great chunks of fire fuUy a 
square's distance and near the blazing build- 
ings it was one ma -a of almost inseparable 
sparks that fell blazing and burning to the 
(round. 

Tbe crowds of people that came running 
to tbe place to witness the blaze were kept 
back by the sparks and tbe polios, and, 
with no one in the way, the firemen man- 
aged things nicely, and soon the flame* be- 
gan to diminish in strength and fury, and 
were soon under control, not until, how- 
ever, much property had been destroyed. 

Mr, Dean is the heaviest sufferer. His 
stock of goods be estimates at $20,000, and 
this was insured for only about two-thirds 
of tbe value. He owned the three houses, 
Kos. 806, 808 and 810, and these he valued 
at $20,000 more. This valuation was prob- 
ably exaggerated, however, and in the es- 
timate of Mr. McDonald, tbe insurance agent, 
the property will not reach over $10,000. 
It is not known whether or not this was in- 
sured. He occupied the upper part as a 
residence, and, of course, lost all bis furni- 
ture and other effects. 

IK-Vlrs. Waggoner's stock of goods was 
worth from $2,500 to $3,000, and all will 
probably be a total loss from fire and water 
combined. She met with a similar misfor- 
tune last spring, and as tbe was insured then 
L.i- doubtless bad it fully insured. 

In addition to these there were a 
number of tenants in tbe upper parts of tbe 
houses, all of whose losses are individually 
small, but aggregated amounts to a consid- 
sfjeble sum. As all are in poor circumstances 
god this comes on tbetn in tbe dead of winter, 
_ it is peculiarly severe. 

In tbe excitement, with the people half- 
crazed with fright, and every one intent ou 
bis or her personal safety, it was impossible 
to obtain either tbe names of these persons 
or tbe estimates of their losses. 

Mr. Dean and his family bod a very nar- 
row escape. He wasawakened bv the bark- 
ing of |a spnniel which bad jumped 
In the bed. Mrs. Dean and 
■ young lady who was clerking 
for them were so helpless with fright that 
they were taken out utterly bewildered 
Mr. Dean was completely dazed whan he re-* 
aliz->d the full extent of the calamity, and be 
was on the point of rushing back Into the 
burning building wben be was forcibly re- 
strained by friends. 

A man named Andrews, who lived in one 
of the bouses, was dragged out. with bis 
wife and children, by Officer Wash. Slater, 
at the risk of his own life. 

Tbe old building oclupied by Dean had 
•raite a history. Forty years ago it was a 
Cniversalist church, its congregation being 
the only one in tbe city. But the members 
let their Interest die out after a while, and tbe 
thurch was given np. the denomination ever 
rince being without a plac, of worship in 
this city. It was then occupied for a few 
years by tbe Methodists, after which it was 
empty for a long time. Mr. Detn then 
bought it. and built the frame additions, be- 
side, otherwise improving it.
